Most of tlie horses which have arrived 
licre rcceutl.v from New Orleans were onl.v given slow 
gallops. iHit s<»mc <if tiiese wliich Iiave la*en winter- 
ing at the local trai-k were sent along :it good gaits. 

A few moves of tliree-<iuarters in the vicinit.v of 
1:14 \v<>re reiHtrted. while several liorses worked 
three-eighths in as good as 37. 

-\J|rivals of l>otli horses and followers of the si>ort 
<'onti)iued from all sections toda.v. Several more 
«tirloa<ls of tlioroughbreds got in from .New Orleans 
;i)id word was received from tliat place that another 
big horse siao ial tr.ain left there this morning latund 
for liere. 

T/lie workouts of tile horses toda.v were watclied 
with iniicli inter«|st li.v several hundred txuirists 
mun.v <if them Is-ing on liand s<M»n after <layligiit. 
'Vith tlie arrival here in a few da.vs of c'eneral 
Manager .loseph K. Martin and Racing S<‘cretar.v .1. 
!t. t'am|ib<‘ll. the main office at the ra<-e tra<k will 
^M‘ o])ened. Wash .Norvell. wlio will la- clerk of the 
■scales at the coming Oaklawn meeting, is now look- 
/ iiiC after tlie wants of the horsemen here. 

.Men |>roniinent in all walks of life who come 
here for the healing waters, seem to have timed 
their visits this year so tliat they can take in some 
racing. 

FRANCIS NELSON TO PRESIDE AGAIN. 

Presiding .liolge Francis Nelson will arrive here 
on hebruary lilt. 'rhm*e will la* more .iocke.vs here 
thiui were at .New Orleans and the riding colon.v is 
being augmented dail.v h.v riders who have not ta‘en 
•'it the winter tracks, .\mong the latter are (' 
Rorel. E. Ambrose. tJross and .1. rallalian. Frac- 
ticall.v all of the jockeys who participated in the 
teceiit Fair Grounds meeting are all ready and on 
the scene here. This city is iiousing more visitors 
at the present time tlian at any time in recent 
.rears, tliis early in tlie .rear. The aitiiroaching 
i»ce meeting s*‘ems to be the sole topic of discus- 
sion. 

Few improvements had to be made on tin* Oak- 
lawn plant this .rear and they were completed 
several weeks ago. .Si'ver.il new stables were built, 
but Ihe.v <*ould not la-gin to take care of tie* man.v 
Jiorscs for which stall room was asked and now 
stable laaiin, even on the outside of the track, is at 
a premium. _ .Sevi-ral stabh's were shipia*d hci*e di- 
i*«'ct from Kentucky and tlie horses in these estab- 
lishments seem to la* well advanced in their train- 
ing. considering the hard winter whicli thev en- 
countered in the Itliie Crass State. 

Miller Henderson, who sustained a broken leg 
recentl.v vvhen he fell from a pon.v at Oaklawn 
J’ark vvhile sluaitiiig at a hawk, is still confined 
to his la*d. but the injured member is healing 
rapidl.v. 

M'ith the unusuall.v large numta'r of horses <(uar- 
tered at the lo<*al track, not a single case of 
sickness has la*en reiiortcd. few horses were 

taken ill en route from New Orleans, but ihe.v 
quickly recovered after la*ing unloaded. 



THIRTY LEADING AMERICAN JOCKEYS 

Reverting to precedent, jocke.v W. Crump la*gan 
riding at Havana last week in somelhing like the 
form that won him distinction in the first half of 
last year. Ry lamliiig ten winners in the emirsc i 
of the week, he mounted to eighth i)l:i<*e in the 
list of thirty b*ading riders of the year, and now 
is leading in pereentage of winning mounts. Frank 
Robinson finished his camiiaign at .New Orleans 
in good style h.v riding five winners on the two 
last days of the Fair Crounds meeting and. for 
the time l>eing, is securel.v establishe<] in the leader- 
ship. with Lawrence L.v kes a good second. .1. 
Howard leads the riilers at Havana and lias gmxl 
reason for regarding the nns'ting there gratefully. 
]nghtw<*ight H. Thurls-r showed improving skill in 
riding by guiding si.v winners home, of wliich three 
were in successive races last Friday.

Hylas and otlie'r great cross- 
eoiintry liorses of otlier .rears. Fossildy tlie St. Savin gelding. St. Charleote. was the best of the rising 
generation of jumpers, at least so far as 1917 was eoneemed, hut in the eliief race of the year in tliis 
hraneli of the sport, the Manly Memuritil Steeiileehase at Fimlieo, Rrooks gave an exhibition prophetic 
of future <*hanipioiisiiip. Tliat race, along witli five otiier minor victories, served to make him the leading 
mone.v- winning sfeeidecliaser of the year. Reing ipiite a .voting iiorse. as steejilechasing goes, he ma.v 
lx* exiMTted to improve decidedly in form with natural growtli in inuseiilar development, if all goes well 
with him this year and iie.\t. St. t'harh-ote is a jninper of real merit and fell but little behind Rrooks 
in mone.v earned. Tlie relialile mare Cherry Malottt*. serv»*d her stable effeetivel.v. and Town Hall was 
far and away the best of the three-year-old jumpers. Knglish-hied and Irish-bred jumpers in The Rrook. 
Silver Dart. R«ui Wyvis. Maitre Corla*aii and Royal Siiiiiner were tiniong tlie attractions of the year, the 
hv-e named racing suflieientl.v well to gain inelusion in tlie list of tliirt.v best winners.

Col. R. W. I’.riggs of the 311th field artillery, 
r. S. A., wlio hnt recently returned from Fram-e, 
made a (-oiivim-iug plea in tlie interest of tln- 
thonniglibn-d before tlie senate eommittee of tlie 
-Maryland legislature last week. Colonel Hriggs said : 

“I have just come hack from France. 1 was eldef 
of the renioiint service over tliei-e. whieli is a bram-li 
of the government tliat supplies the st-rviee with 
horses and makes tlie aniiiials fit for service. 1 am 
a liot-se lover and tilways liave lieen, hnt it was not 
until twelve .x-ears ago that I owned m.v fii-st 
tliorouglihred, and I liave not lK*(-n without one since. 

"1 liave learned his true value. Sometimes I liave 
o\\ m-d two. that is when I liave found a <-onvenient 
pers<in to let me have a little money. Rut 1 was 
iiiiK-li iiiipres.sed when I was in Fram-e witli the 
real ineauing of the tliorotiglibred Iiorse. I visiteil 
tile remount depots in England, most of tin* renioiint 
depots in Kraiiee and a iiunila-r of the other re- 
inoiint deiKits. Ever.x-wliere I saw a lieautifiil tvpe 
of tin- animal. Espet-iall.v was the thoi-oiighbred 
present in the mounted liranelies of tin- serviei-. 

‘‘The government of France does not require its 
officers to Im.v a mount. Imt furnishes each with 
one. ami the mount invaiialil.v is a thorouglilired. 
Wli.v does it do tli.-itV Rec.-ms** the tlioroiigliliied 
has rile best of auini.-il flesli in him. He li.-is eoiir- 
age. he has tlie willingness to do every thiii.g tliat is 
required of liini if ,voii hut show him tliat reipiire- 
nieiit. Ho has a lieiirt to "ivo the liest that is in 
him. and an officer, who is .-i leader of men. wants 
to iiave ail alKint that feeling wliii-li will luish him 
on. and when lie has a tlioroughtirad under him he 
eannot but lielp feel it.

At om- particular i-cmouiit dciiot. just 
outside of Paris. I found the .-luim.-ils there, llior- 
oiiglihreils. ever.vom- of them w*-re Ix-iiig trained l*.v 
I'iviliaiis. gi-iitlemati of Paris, who gave over to 
tlieir goveriimeiit Iwo or throe lioiirs ever.v ila.v iiii-ii 
wlio were interested in liorses ,-iud lioi-seiiia iishi)>. 
and who were iM-.voml the age limit, men wlio were 
fairl.v along in life and who, to do their hit. were 
training lliese horses for gom-ral offii-ers .-iml sta- 
tionod officers. 

"This leads iqi to tin- desire for tlie i-ontiiiiiatioii 
of tile Idmid of Hie t!ioroiighhn-d in on:- country. 
We read everywhere tliat tlo- farmers .-ii-e trying 
to get tlie iiest liliKid in their liogs. in their slice*), 
ill their <-attle. Wli.v? F.e(-anse tlie.v have found 
tliat it |iays to get tlie Iiest.

It was tlie first plioto- 
gr:i|ili sliowii of ;i riiee liorse displa.ving its action, 
tilid was reeled off so slowl.v that every movement 
of muscles and Inaif was |M)rtrii,ved to the most 
minute dotnil. The picture Is ti revehition. nnd 
ilisalitises mau.v iirevniling ideas of the innscles 
brought into play while :i horse is walking, trotting 
or galloping. 

(tnc of tlie scenes sliows the racer wlieii fully 
extended, in a flying |H>sition. with all fottr feet 
oonsiilerahl.v off the groiind. It shows that when a 
horse is racing, its head is practicall.v stationary, 
tilmost resembling a bliM-k of wood, and api«“ar.< to 
Im- its steady as the licad ttnd neck of the wismIcii 
tf],rcscntiitioti, ns seen on tlie ordinnry nu“rry-go- 
roitnd. It iiositively demonstrntes thnt the liead of 
a horse dm-s not nod li.v a neck movement alone 
tint is part of tlie movenient of the entire iHid.v. the 
picture showing all iiarts in motion with but iii- 
finitesiniiil iiioveiiieiit of tlic iiei-k nnd bead. 

.Man.v .veurs ttgo, some wer*“ of the opitiioti that tlie 
constant and prcsninod up nnd down motion of tlic 
bend nnd neck ciiliscd tliosc jiarts of the laid.v to 
iMMonic distressed. After seeing the pietnres tin* 
nlisiirdity of tliis idea is convincing. Old ptiintings 
of race horses in action, with legs spretid out fore 
and aft. become laiiginible since insiantaneous 
pliotograiiliy lias lieeii introduced, and even the in- 
stantaneous pliotograplis of horses in motion, when 
slowl.v reiirodtieed. add to tlie wonders, and the 
tnistaken ideas tliat existed regarding tlie movements 
of a liorse wlieii in motion. 

HEAD AND NECK CENTER BALANCE. 

AVilh tlie horse xvalking at ordinary sjieed. caeli 
aetion is so distinet and widl-defined tbnl it is 
readily pereeived that tlie liead and neek constitute 
bis eeiiter of liahiiii'e. 

The iiicttires. which show tlie action of file liorse 
to eiglit times less than normtil. einihle one to see 
that the legs are lifted in siieeession. the right 
front, rear left, left front and rear right. 

•Inst as a man swings his jtrms to fneilittite his 
iniivenieiils in walking, so the lowering or raising 
of the horse’s head eo-ordinate his leg inovenients. 

In trotting, the aetion develops :i slight side mo- 
tion: Hint is, a riglit front leg with left rettr tind 
iio movenient of the neck. 

In cantering, the movenient of tlie neek lowers 
froni the start until tifler placing of the first front 
leg. 

In slowing down, the movements show a placing 
in snecession of the two hind legs, two front legs, 
three wide steps aside, and two niovenients of the 
n-ek; lowering iind raising. Tlie raising of the 

iiisk tieeompanies the placing of the first front leg 
and finishes wifli placing of the second. 

Wliile nt top speed, the liorse iHiiinds. .and is 
prai tiealiy in th«> nir for ti nuieh longer (leriod than 
lie is on the ground, tind the jaiwer of the hind legs 
is shown to nlinost extraordinary limits.

As the time for mure active military operations 
im Ibe west<*rn front tippriiacbes. Ilie .Anierieaii 
expeditiiinar.v force is widening its sphere of ac- 
tivity along tin* front lines. Not only d« -Amerleaii 
soldiers hold a sector of the front east of St. Ali- 
hiel. bnt -American artillery is helping the Freiiih 
in Cliamiiagne. and infantrymen, in eompany with 
French units, arc liolding the front lines in one of 
the most famous h.ittle fronts in tlie world.
